and supply rooms, and all the necessary provision 
for carrying on the new method with the greatest 
dispatch and the largest amount of accomodation 
for the public. There at- some novelties to be of- 
fered to investors through the machines, twenty- 
seven of whieh are lieing built. All will operate 
with a keyboard aud have a ticket register as well 
as the regular money register. Fourteen machines 
will accomodate tlte two dollar investors, while the 
live dollar fellows will have five, and file ten -dol- 
lar crowd four, all of these being divided among 
straight, place and show. 

The twenly-dollar machine is a decided novelty, 
and is really three iu one. as the investor can play 
all three ways al the one stand. Another innovation 
is (lie six dollar machine, whieh issues one ticket 
for an investment of two dollars all three ways. If 
four dollars is the limit of a visitor's play there is 
a machine which issues a single ticket for two 
dollars straight and place. Similarly there is a 
leu-dollur register for a single ticket, good for 
five straight and five place. 

There is no central totalizer at Windsor, nor any 
other place. When such a machine is devised it 
will quickly come into general use. lint up In the 
pri-cn! none of the iiianufaei urers have been able 
reach what is wanted. Everyliody agrees inn 
i; is desirable, and all the amateurs say there should 
tie no trouble nlmut devising one. but the big eon- 
terns that manufacture registering aud counting de 



vices have not yet succeeded in spite of the applica- 
tion of their experts to the ta-k. Rut. as lias 
been said al! along in these columns, t lie’ competi- 
tion among tin* clubs, now that the machine system 
lias come into general use. will all work out to one 
end. tlte purpose of giving tlte public the liest de- 
velopments that are shown to be practicable aud 
timesaving.

GERMAN RACING TO BE RESUMED. 



Berlin. Germany, April 20. — It is regarded in 
raeing circles as virtually certain that racing will 
he resumed iu Germany this year. Tlie first fix- 
tures will lie a series of six Sunday races at lloppe- 
gai ten, near Berlin, beginning May 16, to test public 
sentiment.

Sportsmen are convinced that rac- 
ing is sure to lie held at Berlin. Hamburg, Frank- 
fort. Cologne. Dresden, Leipzig and possibly Munich 
and Stuttgart.

Plans for flat racing embrace 
only May. June and July, and its continuation will 
depend ti|«»n public support.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



Official confirmation of the defeat of General 
Villa by tlie constitutionalists commanded by Gen- 
eral Oliregoti. iu the battle of Celaya reached tlie 
Sta,«‘ Department iu a dispatch from George ,'. 
Carol hers, special agent of the United States, who 
lias been attached to ihc military headquarters of 
Villa, ('mothers states that Villa has lost 6.000 j 
men. Villa made three assaults tiism the Obregon 
force* at Celaya in an effort to eajitnre tlial city 
and crush the main army of tlie constitutionalists. 
Repulsed with heavy losses, he fell hack northward 
on the main rail line to li is headquarters at Ira pin 
In on Saturday. April 17, and Sunday lie began rc- 
i renting with fourteen troop trains from Irapuato to 
Agnus Calieutes. Carothers tied to Agttas Calientes 
op Saturday with the vanguard of tlie retreating 
Viliistas. Villa is making u desiierate effort to rally 
Ids force against the victorious advance of ( (lire golds 
army toward tlie tmrtli. His forces engaged in tlie 
ntlacks on Matainoras, Nuevo latredo ami Tampico 
are lieing rushed lowanl Aguas Calientes iu tlie liope 
t tint these re enforcements will eiialde hi in to stein 
the tide. He is greatly in need of men and amuiii- 
niiion. Tlie indications are that Villa will make 
Ids next stand a, Aguas Calientes, which is an im- 
portant railroad center. If unable to hold that jioitit 
he can fall hack on Zacatecas and Torreoa. 

Italy's last word t<* Austria, wliieli is expected 
to take Hie form of an iiltiniatum, is ex|ieete,l to 
come at any time. Tlie nation is ready lor war. 

It is accepted that the Italian government is now 
marking time until tlie selected hour arrives. So 
certain is officialdom that the conflict cannot long 
In' postponed that the Austrian ambassador has 
wired his brother to piv|ia re his Inshruck villa for 
his occupancy. Reports to the Italian general staff 
say that the frontier is a scene of tlie greatest ac- 
tivity. Military prejianitlons are feverishly pro- 
ceeding. Austria has massed enormous numbers 
of first-line troops, diverted from tlie northern bat- 
tle front, in the Eisacli valley, at Brunicli and 
Helisnerg. Big areoplaite hangars for aeroplanes 
and dirigibles have been constructed in tlie Rouchi 
valley in such a manner that attacks from above 
will lx* luird. In addition tlie Austrian fleet 

is rejiorted as displacing tlie greatest activity at 
tlie naval base at I’ola. Meanwhile tlie Ilnlinn 
government is understood to have completed an ar- 
rangement with the allies regarding llie action to 
be taken on Hie Adriatic coast and the territorial 
limitations that may fie expected should tlie war 
eventually result in a victory for tlie allies. 

Russian army headquarters gave out tin* follow- 
ing official statement: “Tlie enemy suffered great 

lossos in a further attack on our troops ou tlie 
heights of Tele|Nitcli tin the Carpathian mountains'. 
By a counter attack we forced the enemy I" evacu- 
ate the approaches to our positions and we cap- 
tured an Austrian battalion, wliieli surrendered on 
bloc. it is confirmed that on A|iri! 10. when wo 
captured a height to the southwest of tlie village 
of l’olen, we lixik 1.155 men and more than twenty 
officers. We also captured six machine guns. Oil 
April 17. we repulsed Two fresh attacks in 1 lie 
direction of Str.v.” 

German army headquarters yesterday gave out a 
rejNirt on the progress of hostilities' as follows: 
"German sapping attacks in the Champagne country 
yesterday made progress, while a French attack in 
the Argomies north of Lo Four de Paris, resulted in 
failure. Between the Meuse and the .Moselle yes ter 
day there were isolated lint spirited artillery ex 
rliaiige~. A French attack near I-'ilrey broke down. 
Near Croix des Oarmcs. German troops entered the 
main position of tlie enemy, west of Avrleourt and 
stormed and reoccilpied the village of Kinliermciiil. 
In the Vosges a French attack on Sclilllecker heights 
resulted in failure, while the German advance on 
llartmanns- Weilerkopf gained alioiit 100 yards.” 

The Loudon Morning Post, ill a dispatch from llie 
north of France, states that in Belgium, north of 
Ypres, the British lines have been pushed forward 



three miles after lighting fully as tierce as that at 
N cure Chapelle. This is the district in wliieli the 
war office briefly chronicled the taking of a hill. 
Tlie Post corrcsixmdcnt writes: "In puint of view 
of territory recovered, this latest success .if the 

British army is tin* biggest gain that lias mafic 

since aiiiiuuii. for they have advanced five kilo 
meters and have obtained jiossession of a district 
of tlie greatest tactical value.” 

The official statement is.-ued by tlie French 
ministry of war told of continued gains by the 
French in their advance on Colmar and the "Rhine 
valley through the passes of the Vosges mountains. 
"We have gained possession of the summit of 
Burgkorpfeld. to the southwest of Schillecker 
wassen. which directly commands the Fecht val- 
ley. On the south haul;, in the region of Sciiuee- 
fn li riot Ii . we have made notable progress, our troops 
marching from the south to the north in the di- 
reeti.m of tlie Fecht and Mctzeral. which is south 
west of Colmar.” 

With Italy still trembling on tlie verge of war 
there are more pear., rumors than usual afloat in 
Washington. There appears to be a general opinion 
in the diplomatic colony that the action <fi Italy 
is likely to have a direct bearing ou tlie imssi- 
bility of ending tlie war at this time. According 
to the re|>orts of the allies. Germany would be 
likely to sue for |>cace if Italy should enter the war 
against tlie Tuetonie forces. Germany. j| is pointed 
out. could then say with good grace: "We cannot 
tight (lie whole world.” 

A critical situation lias arisen among the British 
coal miners. Rcprcscnta, i\ cs of the Welsh miners 
have decided unanimously iu favor of tendering a 
fortnight's notice of a promised strike to the mine 
owners, to enforce their demands for a twenty per 
cent Increase iu wages. The Miners' Federation of 
Great Britain will meet today lo decide wliat ac- 
tion to lake to compel the mine owners to accede 
to its demands fur a similar increase. The situ- 
ation may require drastic government intervention. 

Within the last twenty-four hours there lias 
arisen in Rome persistent rcjmrts that the grav<-

seems most incredible, the conclusion of a general 
peace in Europe at a not distant date.

This is the greatest number of tlu-n- deviees ever 
installed on any track in Kentucky for a single 
afternoon of racing. May .s will inaugurate the 
tortv-tirst annual spring meeting at this huge 
plact and this year the spring meeting of sia.rt 
here will run for a dozen racing days, ending on 
Friday. May 21. when the Kentucky Oaks will la- 
decided. 

On llerliv Day thirty-live or the machines will 
U- installed in tile enlarged la-tting ring at the 
Downs and the remaining six will la- located under 
the grandstand, at the club bouse entrance, tor the 
aceoiniMlatioii of patrons of that exclusive portion 
of the grounds. Those set up for the club house 
patrons will all he of the $2 variety aftd will 
consist of two for straight wagering, two for place 
and two for show. of those in the big ring, 
there will la- three selling $25 tickets, one straight, 
one place and one show: three for $10 tickets, 
one straight, one plai-e and one show: seven tor 
$5 tickets, three straights, two place and two 
show, and twenty-two selling $2 tickets, nine for 
Straight, six for place, and seven tor show. 

operating these machines will provide employ- 
ment lor thirty-seven ticket sellers and the same 
numla-r of cashiers. It will also he necessary to 
have ten men in the administration building to at- 
tend to t lie money changing and six men in the 

ticket room. There will also lie. as usual, not less 
than four men working calculators, and in front 
of the la-tting ring will la- two change stands for 
the accommodation of the public, especially those 
wlio make their wagers in tile $2 machines. 

Tin- betting ring as now constructed and en- 
larged at Churchill Downs is arranged so as to

SOME ENGLISH FASHIONABLE SIRES. 

Commenting on features of last year’s statistics 
of racing in England -"Vigilant" of London 
Sportsman says of certain of the lending stallions: 
"Only ten could Imast an aggregate running into 
five figures, and of these Spearmint. Your Majesty, 
and Cicero alone can claim classic distinction, un- 
less indeed William the Third as winner of the 
Ascot Gold Cup can lie included in that category. 
Your Majesty lias gone to the Argentine, while 
of the others Siiiidrulge is in France and Des- 
mond is dead. As a sire of winners William the 
Third comes out la-st with twenty, which between 
them won thirty-six and a half ny-cs. while Sautoi 
had nineteen winners. First place does not. how- 
ever. depend oil such reckoning, but on tiie amount 
of money won in stakes, anil iu this way I’oly- 
liiehts easily comes out “top,” as seventeen of his 
sons and daughters won among tliein twice that 
number of races of tin- value of $148,035, which, is 
by far his best record. A closer analysis enhances 
tin- merit of these figures, since among his success- 
ful progeny were Black Jester, tiie winner of the St. 
Leger anil four other stakes: Corcyra, which only 
missed llte Two Thousand Guineas by a short head, 
imt was one of the la-st of his age with four vic- 
tories to Ills credit: Honeywood. winner of the Cam- 
bridgeshire. and Folyeratcs: while of tile older 

horses Maiden Erleglt acquitted himself creditably, 
taking tlu- City and Suburban. But better possi- 
bly than any of these may turn out I’omniern. whose 
hollow defeat of King 1’riam for the Imperial Pro- 
duce Stakes at Kempton Dark was one of Hie most 
stylish exhibitions iu tile juvenile department, and 
having plenty of scope for improvement this good- 
looking youngster may train on into tiie champion 
of tin. coming season.

Bachelor’s 
Button set the seal on his fame wh-n lie won the 
Gold Cup. la-nliug the jaa-rless Pretty Polly — the 
only time sin- was ever beaten iu litis country — and 
as regards Cups it may la- doubtful if any other 
living owner can show such an array as is. B. 
Joel. Bachelor's Button was sent to France to

ORIGIN OF THE THOROUGHBRED. 

Tin- question is frequently asked “what is a thor- 
oughbred horse?” and "wherein does he differ from 
oilier horses?” 

Tin- thoroughbred horse is of oriental extraction 
and an animal developed through centuries of cul 
tivatiou by enlightened nations. Good food, ea refu 1 
housing from stress of weather and ample care of 
mares during tlieir period of gestation, have made 
the thoroughbred horse wlmt he is today, while his 
oriental prototype iu Asia and northern Africa is 
just what he was. so far as eoneerns size, jsiwer and 
l.'berty of action, five centuries ago. The stride 
of tin- average Arabian or Barbarian horse is about 
seventeen feet, at the very apex of liis speed, while 
almost any thoroughbred will cover from twenty -one 
to twenty-three feet when fully extended. The 
famous old-time Alabama mare Peytouia is said 
jo have run at a stride of twenty-eight feet. 

England is entitled to the credit of originating 
Hie t Ii >r< Highbred horse. The breed lias spread over 
the entire intelligent habitable globe wherever the 
value of beauty iu form, utility, speed combined 
with strength, so indisia-nsuhly necessary to labor, 
pastime, war and. tlu- turf is valued. So tiie term 
tlioroughlirial. when applied t<> horses, is understood 
to mean an animal of a breed that hits been bred 
in England for generations to rare at the running 
gait. Horses were racial iu England for at least 
hop years, and probably considerably more than that 
before the thoroughbred breed was established. Dur- 
ing ail those years the br-a-ders of race horses iu Eng- 
land had doubtless endeavored to improve tile speed 
and other race-winning qualities of tlu-ir racing 
stia-k by careful selections of sires and dams of 
demonstrated merit. 

The eminent English writer, J. H. Walsh (Stone* 
hengei. author of the valuable standard work. "The 



Horse iu the Stable and the Field. ” stated that the 
breed of race horses known as thoroughbred was es- 
tablished about 1750. 'Flit* foundation stock from 

which tliis breed was created, as staled by Stone- 
henge. was as follows: 

First -Native mates used for racing and bred 
from Spanish and English strains; tin- lonuer most 
probably descended from the Barbs of Morocco. 

Second Markham's Arabian, iuqairtcd in tin- 
time of James tin- First, and most probably tln-re Is 
not now tin- slightest strain of liis hhxnl extant. 

Third Place’s White Turk, extensively used, and 
to li i in most of our la-st horses can be traced ihroogh 
Mateliein. 

Fourth — The three Turks brought over from the 
siege of Vienna in Di.s4. 

Fifth — The royal mares ini|MM'tcd liy (Diaries the 
Second, who sent liis "Master of the Horse to tiie 
Levant.” es|H-eially to pria-ure them. These are 
also mentioned iu all the la-st pedigrees. 

There are two classes of thoroughbreds, one of 
which includes only such descendants of King 
Charles' royal mares as were by pure Barb, Arabian 
or Turkish stallions, without the admixture of other 
lilood; while tin- other class includes animals iliat 
ai<- direct descendants in tlu- paternal line of the 
first class, and have inherited not less than live, 
unbroken crosses iu the maternal line of till- thor- 
oughbreds of the first class. As generally under- 
stood, it includes all such animals, regardless of 
their speed ability or other raeg winning qualities 
that were eligible to registration as thoroughbreds 
iu tiie old English Stmt Book, ami no distinction was 
made there la-tween the two classes alaive named. 

The thoroughbred horse of America is a descend- 
ant of the English thoroughbred, fin-re were three 
horses to one or another of which the English thor- 
oughbred is largely indebted for liis most valuable 
qualities. They were Byerly Turk. Harley Arabian 
and Godolphiu Arabian, ail of which were undoubt- 
edly pure bred horses of tin- desert. The three sur- 
viving cardinal lines of the thoroughbred of Hit- 
present lime arc Eclipse, Mateliein and Heroil 
(first called King Herod). Eclipse, foaled J 7(» 4, 
was a direct descendant in the paternal line 
of Dailey Arabian: Mateliein. foaled 17-48, of Go- 
doiphiu Arabian, and Herod, foaled I75.S. of Byerly 
Turk. The dam of Herod was inbred to Dailey 
Arabian through Flying Childers. The dam of 
Mateheni was by Croft’s Partner, a soil of .ligg. by 
Byerly Turk, and the dam of Kelipse was by Rega- 
ins. a soil of Godolphiu Arabian. 

The thoroughbred lease of today, therefore, is 
simply developed from llte oriental horse by cen- 
turies of cultivation and good treatment. The male 
lines of only three oriental horses are now extant-- 
the Dailey Arabian, the Byerly Turk and tin- Godol- 
pliiu Arabian — and all lilies from these three ori- 
ental sires are extinct, with the exception of Mateh- 
ein, llerod and Eclipse.
